possessing the only manufactory of slate 
pencils in the United States. The slate 
rock, as it comes from the quarry, is first 
sawed into blocks as wide as the slate 
pencil is long, the blocks being easily 
split into slabs a little thicker than the 
finished pencil, which is about five-six- 
teenths of an inch. These are passed 
through a t>laniog machine and over an 
emery belt, which makes them even and

Steamed Spring Chicken—Take a half- 


grown spring chicken, split down the 
back, rub with salt and pepper, place in 
& steamer, and steam one hour. Pre- 
pare a sauce of one pint of cream, half 
a pint of boiling water, six spoonfuls of 
flour, a tablespoonful of corn-starch, and 
butter each with pepper, salt and a few 
droDS of extract of celery. Mix all to- 
gether, let boil one minute, and pour 
over the chicken. 


Soup—Always take cold water to make 


soups. Skim well, especially during the 
first, hour. There is great necessity for 
thorough skimming, and to help the 
scum to rise pour in a little cold water 
now and then, and as the soup reaches 
the "boiling point skim it off. Use salt 
at first sparingly, but season with salt 
and pepper just before taking it up. A 
quart of soup for three or four persona 
is the quantity to allow.

Suet Pudding—Four cups flour, twc 
thirds cup molasses, one cup sweet milk, 
one cup chopped raisins, one cup chopped 
suet, one teaspoon soda, a little salt, 
spice to taste; steam for two hours 
steadily. 


French Dressing—Mix together one 
saltspoonful of salt, one-half saltspoonful 
of pepper, three, tablespoonfuls of oil, 
and one tablespoonful of vinegar. 
Stir 
the oil thoroughly into the salt and pep- 
per, and add the vinegar, stirring until 
it thickens.

On the same acreacro a larger crop of 
cither kind of cultivated crop can be 
grown by planting in hill? rather than in 
drills. 
But as clean cultivation is neces- 
sary to secure a good growth and yield 
the cost of cultivation must bo consid- 
ered in determining the pro/its. 
That is, 
in an average soil, it is more expensive to 
give clean cultivation with drill planting 
than with hill, and the principal question 
to determine is whether the better yield 
secured will pay for the additional cost, 
Pl&nted in hills nearly or quite all the 
cultivation can be given with the team 
and cultivators, but in drills in a ma- 
jority of casos it will bo necessary to use 
the hoe to a more or less extent, and this 
increases the cost. 
The amount of hoe- 
ing that will be necessary depends largely 
upon the .condition of the soil. 
If the 
soil is in good tilth before planting the 
seed so that 
the harrow can be used 
early in cultivating so that the weeds can 
be destroyed before they make a fair 
start» and then if care is taken in work- 
ing the cultivator closc to the plants the 
work of keeping clean can be materially 
reduced. 


A soil that is foul with weed seeds is 
much more difficult to give clean cultiva- 
tion than is a less weedy soil. 


Often new ground can be planted in 
drills and very good cultivation be given 
with very little hoeing and a good growth 
and yield be secured. 


Potatoes, cane and beans at least should 
be planted in drills, and it will be better 
to hoe two or three times rather than to 
plant in hills, but with corn as a rule, in 
what maybe termed average ground, the 
more economical plan will be to plant in 
hills so that the cultivation can be given 
both ways, then if care is taken at the 
start to work close to the plants 
the 
weeds can be kept down. 
It is not nec- 
essary to stir the soil deep but it is very 
important that the soil should be stirred 
thoroughly, kept clean and mellow, and 
the better this is done the better will be 


•which should be planted, together with 
onions, beets, parsnips aud carrots, aa 
early as the ioil can bo brought into 
pro])cr condition, but never before. More 
crops are injured by sowing the seed 
when tho soil is too wet and cold than 
from almost auy other cause. 
A sowing 
of radishes should be made every ten days 
until the first of June, and then ai?ain in 
September. 
Peas should also bo sown in 
succession until th6 first of June. 
Plant 
a few at a time, in order that the whole 
crop may bo consumed when in the best 
possible condition ." It is far better to cat 
canned peas than half-ripened ones from 
the vines.

The tornado is a local disturbance, 


often accompanying in the interior the 
progress of a cyclone. Sometimes the 
track of the tornado is limited to a few 
hundred feet, and it rarely has a width 
of half a mile. 


The cyclone carries with a velocity of 


as much as 100 to 140 miles an hour. It 
sends a certain amount of warning ahead 
of its track, and the acceleration of the 
wind's speed at any given point is 
gradual. 


The tornado falls almost without no- 


tice, or rather the indications are often 
so similar to those of an ordinary thun- 
derstorm that only a skilled and careful 
observer can detect the difference. 


The phenomena and effects of cyclones 


in the West Indies have long been sub- 
jects of study and observation. 
As the 


centre approaches a ship she is assaulted 
by wind of a terrible force and a sea that 
is almost indescribable. The water no 
longer runs in waves of regular onward 
motion, but leaps up in pyramids and 
peaks. The wind swirls and strikes 
until wherever there is a chance for 
vibration or siutter. even in tightly 
furled sails, the fabric soon grres way.

TUE WIND'S WORK. 


HXTUAOUDINAUY KFPKOTS OF 
CYCLiONKS AND TOllXADOJBS. 


Btorm Incidents illixstratcd—Winds 
That Pick Up All 
Movable 
Xbinffs and Drop Xliciu 
Miles Away, 


People who have never seen a tornado 
or a C3"clono have very little idea of what 
the wind can do. 
It is hard to conceive 
the amount of force tlint is expanded and 
the manner in which it acts is little un- 
derstood. 


There arc two varieties of powerful 
wind storms, the cyclone and the tor- 
nado, 
The former Ls a revolvinfr storm, 
traveling about a centre of low barometer, 
where there is absolute calm, the great- 
est force of the wind being found at the 
edge of this circle of quiet. 
The area of 
Influence may bo from one hundred to 
seven hundred miles in diameter, and as a 
rule the smaller the diameter the greater 
the wind's velocity. 
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The tornado is a local disturbance, 
often accompanying in the interior the 
progress of a cyclone. 
Sometimes the 
track of the tornado is limited to a few 
hundred feet, and it rarely has a width 
of half a mile. 


The cyclone carries with a velocity of 
as much as 100 to 140 miles an hour. It 
sends a certain amount of warning ahead 
of its track, and the acceleration of the 
wind's speed at any given point is 
gradual. 


The tornado falls almost without no- 
tice, or rather the indications are often 
BO similar to those of an ordinary thun- 
derstorm that only a skilled and careful 
observer can detect the difference. 


The phenomena and efiectsof cyclones 
in the West Indies have long been sub- 
jects of study and observation. 
As the 
centre approaches a ship she is assaulted 
by wind of a terrible force and a sea that 
is almost indescribable. 
The water no 
longer runs in waves of regular onward 
motion, but leaps up in pyramids and 
peaks. 
The wind swirls and strikes 
until wherever there is a chance for 
vibration or 
flutter, 
even in tightly 
furled sails, the fabric soon gives way, 
I once saw a brig go drifting pust us in a 
West Indies cyclone with everything 


One of the most remarkable effects of 
A cyclone was recorded at Matanzw, 
Cubn, where the centre passed directly 
over the city. 
As the Vortex arrived the 
air pressure outside was so suddenly 
diminished that the air inside the houses 
forced the window panes out,' and then 
as soon as the calm centrò had passed the 
violent' wind, having an inflating and 
lifting elTect through the open apertures^ 
lifted manv of the roofs oil. 


The local tornado that so frequently 
plays havoc with property and life in the 
West, is like the cyclone, a revolving 
force, but it carries with it a variety of 
phenooiena wholly distinct from those 
that accompany the larger storm. 
Many 
of the ellects of one tornado are wholly 
absent in others, and the indications 
that in one case have been followed by 
terrible disaster are not infrequently 
found at other times to presage merely à 
heavy thunder shower. 


The freaks of a tornado are wholly un- 
accountable. 
In some cases not an ob- 
ject in its trace will fail to feel its power 
for long distances; in other instances it 
TVill aeem to act like a cannon ball that 
plows up the earth on striking, then 
rises and strikes again, leaving the space 
between untouched. 
Sometmies it will 
go through a forest leveling the trees af 


cellar beneath their houses and cover it 
with heavy timbers 
a place of refugs 
for their families when a tornado throat- 
ens to strike them. While these duijouts 
are usually e/Tective they are not always 
so. 
There have been instances where 
families having only time to descend and 
not time enough to close the trap door 
have been exposed to the storm's full 
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trenzy by the tornado getting into th6

ticed. 
In one tornado in Central Illin- 
ois electricity played very peculiar antics 
not only in the tornado's track, but also 
at some distance from it. 
In the ruined 
houses all the iron work was found to 
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furled and closely lashed with sea gas- 
kets. TVe were in company nearly at the 
height of the storm, when the centre was 
only a few miles away. 
There waa a 
ipot in the bunt of the foretopsail where 
the sail was not tightly stowed, and fov 
several hours it had doubtless been flut- 
terint; under tremendous pressure. 
As I 
watched her a little white pull went out 
of the bunt of the topsail and then the 
destruction of the sail was rapid. 
Long 
ribbons of canvas went slithfiring-ofl! as 
if a huge lile had rasped the yard arm, 
And in a short time there was nothing 
left 
on the yard except the bolt ropes 
and the reef tackles. We could do noth- 
ing to help the crew, for it was doubtful 
whether we could keep off the reefs our- 
selves, and the brig passed out of sight 
to her certain doom.

tvas taken bodily from its bed, carried up 
a hill and dropped nearly in one mass, so 
that gullies and ravines were cut in every 
direction.
